Commissioners Make Appointments in Secret 


CHS Gets Coach, A-D 
D.C. Attorney

Bill Froman, 39, of Burkburnett, Tex. was 


hired Monday night as head football coach and 
athletic director for the Corsicana Independent 
School District. 


Supt. Joe Lindsey telephoned Froman after the 


board of trustees voted unanimously to offer him 
the job at a salary of $15,000 per year. Lindsey 
then told the board Froman would take the job if 
offered a two-year contract. 
Board member 


Raymond Hampel's motion to make it a two- 
year contract was all that was needed to bring 
about the roomful of "Aye" votes from the 
board. 


April 25 is the earliest date Froman will be 


available to start his employment here, Lindsey 
told the board, which voted to allow Lindsey to 
set the date Froman's employment will officially 
begin. 


Froman has been at Burkburnett High School 


as head coach and athletic director for the past 
eight years and prior to that was head coach and 
athletic director at Lindsey High School in 
Lindsay, Okla. for six years after two years as 
assistant coach at Lindsay. 


FROMAN WILL COME to coach the Cor- 


sicana Tigers with a record of 
117 wins, 56 


losses and two ties. He coached Lindsay High 
School to state championships in 1958, 1962, 1963, 
and his team was runner-up for the state 
championship in 19G4. 


"At Burkburnett, he's had two losing seasons, 


losing more than he's won, yet he has been, in the 
last four years, in the Brownwood-Burkburnett 
game that decided the championship. This past 
year he was a semifinalist in "AAA" in Texas," 
Lindsey said. 


Froman has indicated he will offer an athletic 


program which is a "total program... committed 
in excellence in each area." Lindsey said Burk- 
burnett this year will be in contention for the 
baseball championship; it had a good track team 
although it did not win district; and it won 
district in basketball. 


"I feel he is the kind of person that can 


motivate our young men and our young women 
into enthusiasm and of the highest degree of 
excellence that we can get from anybody at this 
time," the superintendent said. 


BOARD CHAIRMAN MACO STEWART asked 


"What about assistant coaches?" 


"I told him as far as we were concerned, two 


was all that we could promise him," Lindsey 
said, "and, should we have more openings, then 
he would be able to evaluate and make 
recommendations. 
He would also be able to 


evaluate the present staff and make recom- 
mendations for assignments of the present 
•staff." 


Lindsey said Froman also believes he can 


work together with the basketball coach to 
enhance the program. 


Froman is the son of Mr. and Mrs. Guy 


Froman of Miami, Okla. His wife, Linda, is a 
high school counselor. Their children are: Guy, 
16; Gretchen, 13; Shirley, 10; and seven-year-old 
Lea.

A TEAM OF FEDERAL AND 


STATE engineers will be sent 
into Corsicana to assess damages 
resulting from the tornado, Ward 
said. This estimate will be 
compared with the one sent by 
the city and county officials. 


Ward also pointed out that a 


request by Navarro County for 
disaster relief for wind damages 
resulting from the March 10 
tornado that hit Hubbard was 
turned down recently.

City Accepts Airport Fund,Baum Lot 


As "old business" before newly 


elected officials were installed 
Tuesday, the City Commission 
accepted a federal grant of $6,400 
for development of a master plan 
for the municipal airport and 
agreed to buy a lot for $14,000 for 
the widening of the 400 block of 
West Fifth Avenue. 


City Manager Jack Russell 


reported the Federal Aviation 
Administration had 
notified 


Corsicana it was granting the 
$6,400 in federal funds the City 
had applied for toward the 
master 
plan 
with 
the 


requirement the grant be ac- 
cepted in 30 days. 


There was some hesitancy in 


accepting the funds when Comm. 
H. R. Stroube, Jr., recalled that 
the voters had rejected a bond 
issue for the airport and asked if 
acceptance 
of the funds was 


strictly to develop the airport 
where it is. Russell said the 
consulting engineers Corsicana 
employed would consider other 
sites and many other factors in 
developing the master plan and 
how Corsicana's airport could tie 
with the new Regional Airport at 
Dallas-Fort Worth. 


Comm. P. D. Fullwood asked 


Russell if he had conferred with 
the North Central Texas Council 
of Governments about the airport 
planning, and the City Manager 
responded that the regional COG 
had recommended that Cor- 


sicana undertake a master plan 
study. Russell said Corsicana's 
Airport Advisory Board had met 
several times with the City 
consulting engineers and had 
given the engineers a list of 35 
items to investigate, including 
other sites. He added Corsicana 
wouldn't have gotten the grant if 
it hadn't been approved by the 
Council of Government. 


Comm. Bob Scott, who was 


ending his service on the Com- 
mission, moved acceptance, but 
when there was no immediate 
second, Mayor Sue Youngblood 
indicated the motion had died for 
lack of a second. It hadn't, as it 
turned out. 


M A N A G E R 
R U S S E L L 


reminded that Corsicana still 
would owe the engineers for their 
preliminary work even if they 
turned down the grant. Also, he 
said, if the Commission refused 
it, then the City would not be able 
to get state funds as the state is 
"guided by whether you accept 
federal grants." 


Asked for his views from the 


audience as a businessman-pilot, 
Joe D. York said he thought the 
City should acceptr the grant. 
Comm. Scott commented "I think 
it will be a step backward if you 
refuse it." Comm. Fullwood 
seconded the motion which 
carried by four favorable votes 
with Stroube abstaining. 


Manager Russell reported that 


George Baum had agreed to the 
City's offer of $2 a square foot if it 
would buy all of his 50-by-140 foot 
lot for widening of West Fifth. 
Baum originally rejected the 
City's offer of $2 a square foot for 
the 10-foot wide strip wanted for 
street right-of-way. 


The City Manager said 
it 


wasn't a "bad deal" for the City 
because the balance of the lot 
could be used for a parking lot 
since Corsicana is going to locate 
its new fire station on a lot it owns 
across North 13th Street. The 
property across the street where 
the City is getting options for the 
new City Hall is running $20,000 to 
$40,000 with houses on the lots. It 
was his belief the $14,000 pur- 
chase price for Baum's entire 
vacant lot wasn't out of line with 
what Corsicana likely will have to 
pay for a City Hall site. The 
Commission voted unanimously 
to accept the purchase offer. 


Two proposals to 
officially 


close streets never opened for 
street purposes and tabled 
previously were brought up for 
consideration and promptly 
retabled. Manager Russell said 
Industrial Metal Fabricators had 
made an offer of $158 for .158 
acres of Pace Street, a 20-foot 
lane west of IMF's property, if 
the City would officially close the 
dedicated but never improved or 
used for street purposes. Russell 


said the City was using the 
TP&L's right-of-way along the 
old interurban route into Mrs. 
Annie Mae Games' property and 
he needed to check with the 
TP&L and see if it could still 
provide access to her property 
should Pace be closed. Mrs. 
Gaines said all she wanted was a 
definite easement access in and 
out and if the interurban right-of- 
way was still open it would be all 
right. 


THE MATTER WAS TABLED 


for further study. 


Tabled at a previous meeting, 


the proposed official closing of 
East Fourth Avenue, east of 
North Ninth Street to the railroad 
right-of-way, as a dedicated but 
never 
opened 
street, 
was 


promptly retabled for further 
study and legal investigation. For 
years the City has been renting a 
portion of street fronting North 
Ninth to Jim 
Barlow for a 


blacksmith shop. City Manager 
Russell reported that originally 
the City had received a request 
from Whiteselle Brick & Lumber 
to buy the street adjacent to its 
property if closed and made 
available. 


Barlow was present and told 


the Commission that if he could 
get a lease on the land he had 
rented for so long he would bring 
his blacksmith building up to the 
City's standards. 


With the "changing of the 


guard" the next agenda item 
calling for swearing in of newly 
elected and appointed officers,

recognized outgoing Comm. Scott 
for his "farewell" remarks. He 
had made an unsuccessful race 
against her for the mayor's of- 
fice . Scott observed it was good to 
see so many citizens in the

making. Scott departed with the 
comment, "The City has a real 
fine management team and I 
have enjoyed the past two 
years."

As the bus traveled slowly

damage, Russell pointed out that 
several streets were ruined by 
heavy trucks going in and out of 
the residential areas hauling 
away debris. 


Russell also said ten families 


were displaced by the tornado. 
Most of them have moved in with 
relatives, and some were taken 
care of by the Red Cross. 


The state officials were shown 


damage to homes along Hwy. 22. 
The bus route then went by 
Memorial Hospital where the 
tornado broke numerous win- 
dows and caused structural 
damage in the new wing of the 
building.

Nuclear Power Industry Falling Far Short of Goals as Energy Shortage Approaches 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Nu- 


clear power, once hailed as the 
solution to the nation's energy 
problems in the 1970s and be- 
yond, is falling far short of the 
goals set for it. 


Costly delays in getting nu- 


clear power plants into oper- 
ation could contribute to some 
power shortages this summer 
and next winter, according to 
the Atomic Energy Commis- 
sion. 


But the AKC and the 10-year- 


old atomic power industry con- 
tend that nuclear power is go- 


ing to be a major source of 
U.S. electricity, and in time to 
help offset especially critical 
energy pinches envisioned for 
the 1980s. 


Still, the industry has only 29 


nuclear plants in operation, 
compared with 46 forecast by 
the government two years ago. 
A total of 57 plants are under 
construction, but 90 per cent 
are at least a year behind 
schedule. 


Causes of the delays range 


from technical difficulties and 
labor problems to stiffer licens- 


ing requirements and environ- 
mental issues, according to fed- 
eral and industry officials. 


The 
delays 
are 
serious 


enough to raise questions about 
the ability of government and 
industry to step up the pace of 
development, especially to help 
meet energy requirements in 
the next decade. 


AEC and industry spokesmen 


concede the going has been 
rough in recent years 
and 


serious difficulties remain, but 
they say 1972 may have repre- 
sented a turning point away 


from their problems. 


Chief 
reason 
for 
their 


cautious optimism: 


—Besides the plants now op- 


erating or under construction, 
77 others already 
are con- 


tracted for, including a record 
35 ordered in 1972. The 35 
plants together would generate 
42.5 million kilowatts, almost 
three times the present nuclear 
generating capacity which pro- 
vides about four per cent of the 
nation's electricity. 


The AEC says a 
similar 


amount of nuclear generating 


capacity is expected to be con- 
tracted for in 1973, adding that 
"the situation on construction 
slippages 
is 
viewed 
as 


temporary 
and 
continued 


strong growth of nuclear power 
additions is expected to occur." 


—Industry commitments for 


the 77 plants now on order 
amount to about $50 billion in 
capital 
costs. 
For 
example, 


Commonwealth Edison Co. of 
Chicago, one of the nuclear in- 
dustry leaders, has announced 
it will spend at the rate of $1 
million a dav for the next five 


years on construction, most of 
it nuclear. 


But AEC and industry optim- 


ism must be weighed against 
the fact that currently it takes 
up to nine years from initial 
planning states for a nuclear 
plant go into operation. 


Still, the AEC appears con- 


fident that such lead time can 
be shortened and now forecasts 
that by the end of 1980 the na- 
tion's nuclear power capacity 
will be nearly 10 times greater 
than present. 


Bv mid-1980s 
the AEC and 


the utilities industry say, nucle- 
ar power will contribute 34 per 
cent of the nation's electricity 
and by the turn of the century 
GO per cent, with the help of so- 
called nuclear breeder reac- 
tors. 


The AEC concedes it has had 


to lower slightly projections 
made a little more than a year 
ago for nuclear capacity in the 
early 1980s, but it said its fore- 
casts are "still within the prob- 
able range suggested "in ear- 
lier predictions.

said Walter G. Martin, director, 
Division of Occupational Safety, 
Texas State Department of 
Health, first presented his state's 
proposed plan to John K. Barto, 
OSHA Regional Administrator in 
Dallas. 


After review by the Dallas 


Office, the plan was forwarded to 
the OSHA Office of Federal and 
State Operations in Washington, 
where it is now available for 
public inspection. The public also 
may view the plan at the OSHA 
Regional Office in Dallas and at 
the Division of Occupational 
Safety 
of the Texas 
State 


Department of Health in Austin. 


Plans of 13 other states are 


under 
consideration at the 


regional level and are being 
prepared for submission to the 
national office. 


The regional review is a key 


element in the OSHA concept of 
decentralization to delegate 
authority to the people served. 
OSHA's national office will 
analyze the plan and make final 
recommendations to the Deputy 
Assistant Secretary. 


The Texas plan 
provides 


coverage of employees in all 
workplaces in the state except 
ship-board 
employees, 
U.S. 


government employees and those 
protected under other federal 
laws such as the Atomic Energy 


Act. The plan also contains the 
Texas Occupational Safety Act of 
1973 which the State Legislature 
is considering. 


Texas has received $114,926 in 


OSHA grants for planning its 
program—90 percent of the total 
cost. Should the plan be ap- 
proved, OSHA will fund half of 
the state's cost of operating the 
program. 


However, OSHA will not 


relinquish its authority over job 
safety and health programs in 
Texas for at least three years, 
and then only if the state has 
completed all developmental 
steps and actual operations are 


found to be in conformity with 
criteria stated in Section 18 of the 


Williams-Steiger Act.

Thank Heaven for little girls 


and their dolls! All over the world 
these miniature mothers clutch 
their make-believe babies to their 
breasts and imitate their own 


loving them. Speeding along on 
the Tokaido Express, the fastest 
train in the world from Tokyo to 
Kyoto, I saw a Japanese mother 
working in her rice paddy with 
her baby strapped to her back, 
Indian fashion, and just a few 
yards away a tiny, black-haired 
daughter, kimono-clad with her 
dolly in like fashion secured on 
her back and the thought crossed 
my mind of the universality of the 
mother instinct for surely it 
comes 
naturally 
and 
is 


unassailable. 


The rag doll was always the 


favorite of the three little sisters 
in our menage until we saw 
Dorothy Nell. This doll was on 
display at Sanger Brothers and 
was so beautiful she made our 
eyes pop out! Compared to 
today's doll she was a dud, a 
sorry specimen for she couldn't 
walk, talk, dance, sing, cry or 
wet. All she could do was hold a 
wee pacifier in her o-shaped 
mouth. Her hair was pointed onto 
her bisque head and her body was 
stuffed with some sort of straw. 
Her arms and legs moved but 
only with outside help. 


THE DOLL WAS EXPENSIVE 


according to the times so my 
little sister and I shared her. We 
named her after two women we 
admired and our love was 
phenominal for she took every 
step with us. She sat at the table, 
hidden between our chairs, slept 
by our side and went everywhere 
except to church when she stayed 
in the car. Prayer, a very im- 
portant part of our daily life, 
included petitions for Dorothy 
Nell's well-being and we became 
convinced at length that, with 
enough faith and a little solid 
food, our baby would come to life. 


Hadn't 
Tennyson 
written, 


"More things are wrought by 
prayer than this world dreams 
of?" Didn't we hear of miracles 
from Papa's own lips in the 
pulpit? Why we wanted another 
mouth to feed will only be un- 
derstood by little girls under 
seven years of age who are in 
love with their dolls, certainly not 
a happy thought for harried 
parents. 


There was something exciting 


about putting pieces of bread and 
cheese and eye-droppers of milk 
into that painted mouth. The hole 
was just large enough for a drop 
or a crumb at a time but we were 
clothed in faith and Osier says, 
"Nothing in life is more won- 
derful than faith—the one great 
moving force which we can 
neither weigh in the balance nor 
test in the crucible." 
WE KEPT OUR PROJECT a 


metamorphosis we could sur- 
prise the family and bring great 
joy with a modern miracle. 


Summers in Texas before air- 


conditioning could get pretty hot 
and it was on an afternoon in 
August that Mama came into our 
room, sniffed about and an- 
nounced, "There is something 
horrible in this room, the odor is 
sickening. I have noticed it for 
the last few days and just can't 
figure it out." Then suddenly, like 
a well-trained bird dog she made 
straight for our precious one. 
"Heavens," she cried, "It's 
Dorothy Nell!" 


Our secret was out. Not only 


that, Dorothy Nell's head had to 
be removed from her body and

Dolls with real hair, eyes that 


winked, dolls dressed in every 
type of elaborate costume came 
upon the scene but never did they 
take the place of our cherished 
one. Later in life we realized how 
many times people pray for the 
wrong things in their childish 
credulity and it is well to make 
the distinction early. 


OUR 
LITTLE 
BROTHER, 


unaware of his masculine sex, 
also had a doll. At least it was a 
boy doll dressed as a shepherd. I 
think it came with a set of 
something but regardless of its 
origin it was his security blanket 
and a constant companion for 
him. Asked to name it in a hurry 
he looked about the room and the 
pathetic figure became John 
Bedlight who was his steadfast 
refuge especially when being 
harassed by his older sisters. 


Once, after seeing an ad- 


vertisement for Nestle Per- 
manent Waves, we decided to try 
this out on the boy, not that he 
needed it for he was blessed with 
the soft blonde curls we should 
have had, but he was the most 
handy subject around, he was 
outnumbered and we were in 
want for a guinea pig. 


All we were certain of was that 


in 
permanent

operator used a hot rod of iron 
and wound the hair around it. We 
searched the kitchen for a likely 
tool and came up with an ice pick.

My sisters and I played with 


dolls so late in our teens I'm sure 
the neighbors thought we were 
retarded. We had a joke about 
being fourteen years old before 
we learned to say "bye bye" and 
perhaps they had reason to 
believe it.
